The bill appropriating $S80,000 fo

The only way i 
which it could bo reached this sessio 
would be to have it taken up by unan 
mous consent, but as Holman is- op- 
posed to it he will probably object, and 
that would kill any attempt to take im- 
mediate action. 


The San Francisco Call says: 
There is some ground for the assev- 


tion of Congressman Kenna that the 
present adminstration is not as favora- 
ble to silver as the preceding one. For 
some reason or other the coinage of sil- 
ver at the San Francisco Mint has been 
stopped. As the Pacific Coast is the 
only part of the Union where silver is in 
general circulation, and where change 
for a dollar is made in silver, cue would 
suppose that the San Francisco Mint 
would be the source of the supply of 
this coin. Infitead. the Mint is employ- 
ed to about one-halt its capacity in coin- 
ins gold. One way to make silver up- 
popular is to continue com in circula- 
tion until it is worn out or mutilated, 
then make the holder stand the loss of 
the difference between its value as coin 
and its value as silver. The Govern- 
ment assumes the duty of providing the 
people with coin, aud a decent regard 
for justice should provide against a loss 
to the people it intends to serve. The 
subsidiary silver is coined at reduced 
weight lor reasons sufficient at one time 
to issue this underweight silver coin, 
but it refuses to receive it when it is 
worn or defaced, thus compelling the 
holder lo stand the loss not only of the 
wear, but the loss of the difference, as 
•we have said, between the value the 
Government stamped upon 
all the 


coin 
and 
its 
values 
as bulliou. 


There is something approaching a 
downright cheat in this arrangement. 
For example, the Government issues a

Probably there is no design in 
this to make silver unpopular. Such 
design would border so closely upon 
criminality that wo refrain from enter- 
taining it. But it is clearly the busi- 
ness of the Treasury Department to un- 
derstand the practical working of its 
orders, and to abstain from practices 
which resemble fraud, even when no 
fraud is intended. The mints are sup- 
ported by a tax on the people, and 
should be so conducted as to supply the 
people with coin in commercial denom- 
inations aud in reasonable qnuntitie 
without a special tax on individuals 
As the business is flow conducted, the 
man who receives a worn com which h 
cannot pass ia practically fined nearl 
one-half it» original value for his goo 
nature in receiving it.
